The United States Stands 
as Favoring Political 
Independence.

WASHINGTON, Aug. lith .— The 
position of the American govern­ 
ment in the Polish situation was 
*today before the world. 
Stated briefly, the United States 
stands as favoring preservation of 
the political independence and ter­ 
ritorial integrity of Poland and as 
opposing 
any dismemberment 
of 
Russia. 
The outlines of this policy 
were set forth in a note dispatched 
yesterday by Secretary Colby to the 
Italian ambassador, to the end that 
Poland shall continue as an atono- 
mous state, the American govern­ 
ment, Secretary Colby declared, In 
his note will follow a policy "‘di­ 
rected to the employment of all 
available means to render it effec­ 
tual; to safeguard the interests of 
the Russian people, as distinct from 
; the 
Russian soviet 
regime. 
The 
I United 
States, 
through the note, 


j declares to the allied and assoc- 
• iated powers that they would re- 
I gard with satisfaction a declaration 
by them in respect to the territory 
and true boundaries of Russia. 
The United States, the note as­ 
serts, takes no exceptions to the 
efforts to arrange an armistice be- 
| tween Poland and Russia, but for 
the present at least, cannot con­ 
sent to any plan to diverse such 
armistice negotiations into a gen­ 
eral European conference. 


BATTLE FOR RATIFICATION OF NATIONAL’ 
AMENDMENT BY THIRTY SIXTH STATE 
HAS OPENED IN CAPITAL OF THE 
VOLUNTEER STATE. 


NASHVILLE, Aug. ll.—An attempt to delay action 
by the Tennessee legislature on the resolution to ratify 
the woman’s suffrage amendment until after the county 
mass meetings could be held on Aug. 21st, was defeated 
today in the lower house of the state assistant, when a 
resolution proposing that action be effective was tabled 
by a vote of 50 to 37. 


NASHVILLE, Aug. ll.—The resolution was intro­ 
duced by representative Hall, Bond, Luther and Milliken. 
Mr. Hall stated that both advocated and opponents of 
suffrage were represented among those who offered the 
resolution. 
An amendment providing that the proposed mass 
meetings be held the third Thursday in September was 
tabulated. The debate on the resolution began immedi­ 
ately after the speakers had ordered a roll call. 


MARION, Aug. ll.—Immdiate ratification of the 
woman suffrage amendment, in order to clear the politi­ 
cal atmosphere and contribute to national stability, was 
urged by Will H. Hays, the republican national chairman 
in a telegram sent today to several republican members 
of'the Tenessee legislature. 
The message was framed after consultation with Sen­ 
ator Harding and was sent from here shortly before 
Hays departed early today for Chicago.

Initial proposals to market some 
of this year's crop through the as­ 
sociation were abandoned at a gen­ 
eral mass meeting of cotton grow­ 
ers,* as it was decided that such 
time between now and cotton har­ 
vest is too short for the organisa­ 
tion to act. 
Before the next crop 
however officials explain the as­ 
sociation will have warehouses se­ 
cured 
wherever they are 
needed 
and established selling agencies. In 
these warehouses the cotton of all 
the farmer members will be gath­ 
ered together, graded, classed and 
otherwise inspected. 
Membership rn the association is 
limited to actual growers of cotton 
or a landlord who receives cotton 
as rent.
